BOARD PERSONNEL

were F. Rasmussen and W. D 
King, deputy minister of trade and 
industry, and John Gaunt, secre- 
tary. The five-day week had been 
| suggested as a means of giving em- 
ployment to a larger number of 
| workmen and to provide a greater 
opportunity for those presently un- 
employed in Turner Valley. 

The report of the board pointed 
out that employees in Turner Val- 
ley come under two classifications 
—developments workers, or those 
employed in drilling and separator 
operations, and those employed in 
production work or in handling 
and shipping the oil when pro- 
duced. 

The board found that men on 
development work lose from two 
to three months each year chang- 
ing over to new sites and both 
workers and operators contended 
that they could not afford to be 
placed on a five-day week. They 
claimed that, owing to temporary 
lay-offs, they do not exceed a five- 
day week on the aggregate. 


ON 5-DAY WEEK 

It was found by the board that 
many employees on production 
work were already on a five-day 
week basis, and that if the present 
scale of wages were not disturbed, 
it might be no hardship to have all 
production workers on a five-day 
schedule because they generally ob- 
tained work steadily throughout 
the year. 
| Increased development anticipat- 
ed for this spring in Turner Valley 
|may absorb most of the unemploy- 
ed presently there, the board found, 
but it also found that this demand 
might bring about an influx of 
labor to the Valley. It reported 
some quarters thought a shortage 
of skilled labor might tend to hold 
back development. 
| In conclusion, the board declared: 

“Having in mind the desirability 
of the exploration and development 
of Turner Valley and adjacent 
areas proceeding in an energetic and 
orderly manner, it is felt that such 
trained workers as have been de- 
veloped. in Alberta should be avail- 
able to operators for reasonably 
steady employment of their skill 
and experience. 


IS UNCERTAIN 

“From the workers’ standpoint, it 
has also been fairly demonstrated 
that development work is, of its 
nature, uncertain and that the best 
advantage must be taken of em- 
|ployment, when available, in order 
\to provide a reasonable yearly in- 
lcome for the support of the men 
|and their dependents. 

“After the most careful consider- 
ation of all the factors involved, it 
has been the decision of the Board 
fof Industrial Relations that there 
be no change made for the time 
| being in the regulations in relation 
ito hours of work presently in effect 
for oil workers in the Turner Valley 
area.”

The Pope voiced his firm disap- 
proval of education in six matters 
and of co-education, 

Proponents of “sexual 
tion,” he said, fail to take into 
account that “offences against 
good behaviour are less the re- 


sult of intellectual ignorance than 


weakness of will.” 

The Pope dwelt on problems of 
marriage in “casti conubii”’ (Dec. 31, 
1930), one of his most widely quoted 
encyclicals, 

“Matrimonial fidelity,” said the 
pontiff, “demands that husband 
and wife be joined together in an 
especially holy and pure love, 
not as adulterers love each other, 
but as Christ loved the church.” 
Social problems were the subject 
of another famous pronouncement 
“uadragestimo anno” (May 15 
1931), 

In this the pontiff termed unem- 
ployment a “dreadful scourge” and 
criticized the “irresponsible weal- 
thy class” which “in the excess of 
its good fortune deems it just a 
state of things that it should re- 
ceive everything and the laborer 
nothing.”

Flogging in in Prisons 


There are only two possible arguments in 
favor of retaining the power to flog. One, that 
the special public indignation aroused by certain 
crimes must be given vent, is a sentimental 
argument; and this is not a sentimental Bill, The 
other is that there are certain crimes for which 
imprisonment is not a sufficient deterrent to 
protect the community, and only flogging will 
eradicate them. As the Cadogan Committee 
showed, this allegation is flatly contradicted by 
the evidence. The outbreak of garrotting had 
subsided before Parliament authorized flogging 
for it; the crimes then made liable to corporal 
punishment showed a marked increase in the 
years immediately following the passing of the 
Act. The exploits of flogging Judges at certain 
Assizes turn out, when critically examined, to 
have had no effect in reducing the number of 
crimes. Scottish Judges always got on very well 
without the power to flog, and have not used 
the power since, in one class of case, it was con- 
ferred on them in 1912; and in Scotland crimes 
of violence have for half a century been de- 
creasing considerably faster than in England. 
The records of prisoners eligible for corporal 
punishment were examined by the Cadogan 
Committee, and it was found that those who 
had actually undergone it showed a rather 
worse subsequent record than the others.—The 
Times, London. 


Proposing the Impossible 


The dogmatic assertion recently made in one 
of a series of radio broadcasts that “Provincial 
Governments must go” has not attracted the 
attention or aroused the amount of favorable 
comment the speaker probably expected. 
Assuredly, Mr. McCullagh must be disappointed 
in the response, as evidenced in comment by 
public men and the press on this special item in 
his speeches. 

There has been a minimum of comment and 
what there has been, while fully recognizing that 
central government must be strengthened in de- 
gree, has hardly conduced to a belief that abol- 
ishing provinces is a solution of Canada’s prob- 
lems. The lack of favorable response no doubt 
is due to an immediate recognition of the absurd 
futil of the proposal.

Without money, they would 
borrow from the local landowner in order to get 
a wife, Their ability to repay was so small they 
would be kept in bondage to the landowner for 
the remainder of their lives. 

With what joy these hopeless halpitas greet- 
ed their emancipation on Jan. 27 last. With what 
joy many a victim of the alimony racket on this 
continent would greet freedom from his bond- 
age. The halpitas at least got wives; the alimony 
victim gets nothing but a pain in the neck and 
a vacuum in the pocket book.
